| CANKERED LIMB, WITH DISEASED APPLES. 

brown specks anyw’bere upon the un¬ 
broken skin of the apple, aud each 
point of infection enlarges so as to be¬ 
come a verj’ distinct dark colored circu¬ 
lar and somewhat sunken spot, beneath 
which the tissues are dry (never soft 
and watery) and tough. Great num¬ 
bers of pustules so. small as to be 
scarcely visible to the unaided eye ar¬ 
ranged in close concentric circles cover 
j all but the outer border of the discol- 
j ored spot and give to the surface a 
I roughened appearance, 
j When the air is sufficiently moist, 

; each conically shaped point opens by 
breaking through the skin of the fruit 
and discharges a little pinkish mass 
of mucilaginous or waxy substance 
well seen under a lens. Each spot may 
remain distinct, or several on an apple 
may run together so as to form an ir¬ 
regularly shaped, depressed patch. 
The whole fruit at length becomes 
shriveled into an angular, bard body 
called a “mummy.” 

The pinkish or reddish material from 
the spots in the fruit is composed of 
myriads of spores. These cannot be 
distributed by the wind because they 
are bold together and to the fruit by 
an adhesive substance which, however, 
is very soluble in water. The spores 
are carried iu splashes of rainwater or 
may be distributed by insects. The 
fungus lives over winter in the old, 

1 dried fruits (mummies) and iu wound¬ 
like infected spots called bitter rot 1 
cankers on the limbs of the tree.

A Sew Corn Hnsker. 

Many attempts have been made to In¬ 
vent a machine that Will husk the edrn 
direct from tile standing slalk, none 
of them particularly successful, Some 
recently patented machines are men¬ 
tioned by Orange Judd Farmer as 
promising, and among them is one in¬ 
vented by a Nebraska man, There has 
| been Only one specimen Of it in exist¬ 
ence, btit two others are to be avail¬ 
able this fall, By means of two large 
spiral coils on either side 6f ah eleva¬ 
tor projecting beyond the wagon tongue 
the corn Is gathered from the stalk or 
from the ground if the ear happens to 
be down and is run into a husker in the 
front end of the wagon box, Which de¬ 
posits the ears in the wagon and blows 
the husks through a pipe to the rear 
where they are Saved In bags if de^ 
sired. In tests made last fall, it is 
Claimed, corn was readily taken out of 
a soft snow six inches deep.
